Reasons for Allowance 



1 . Claims 1 -2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-2 include allowable subject matter since the prior art made of record 
and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the 
claimed limitations. Fified et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,022,006) does not teach the claimed 
invention having reference cells (CREF) disposed at the points of the intersection 
between the at least reference word line (WLREF) and the bit lines (BL), and the 
reference cells generating a reference potential on the bit lines before an access 
operation to one of the memory cells (MC) 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
